We  do 
not  meet  this  year  until  October,  but  we  could  decide  definitely  then  if  we 
will  have  something  in  tangible  form  to  present. 

Can  this  meeting  be  arranged  for  1923  ?  Could  such  a  joint  meeting 
be  arranged  for  at  Pinehurst  ?  We  would  have  about  250  to  300  in  atten- 
dance, and  this  together  with  your  members  would  swell  the  number  con- 
siderably. I  am  not  familiar  with  your  local  conditions  and  leave  that 
for  you  to  suggest.

LETTER  SENT  TO  THE  SECRETARIES  OF  THE  DISTRICT  SOCIETIES 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina 
Dental  Society  held  in  Raleigh,  on  September  15th,  the  pi*oposed  Joint 
Meeting  of  the  Virginia  Dental  Association  with  the  North  Carolina 
Dental  Society  at  Pinehurst,  N.  C,  next  May,  was  thoroughly  discussed, 
and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  notify  you  of  their  actions. 

The  following  motion  was  unanimously  adopted:  "That  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  indorse  a  Virginia-North 
Carolina  Joint  Dental  Meeting  at  Pinehurst,  N.  C,  beginning  May  30th; 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  District  Dental  Societies,  after  they  have 
secured  the  sentiment  of  their  membership." 

As  you  note  the  motion  implies  that  it  was  their  wishes  that  you 
take  a  straw  vote  of  your  District,  first,  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
how  your  membership  feels  toward  such  a  meeting  and  secondly,  to  explain 
in  full  to  them,  the  many  advantages  of  such  a  joint  meeting,  and  in 
that  way  let  your  own  members  know  the  District  Society  is  wide  awake 


and   is   on   the   job  to  he1^  boost   the   biggest   opportunity   that   has    come 
to  our  Society  in  many  a  year. 

In  the  event  that  you,  or  some  of  your  members,  are  a  bit  undecided 
as  to  the  advisability  of  a  joint  meeting  next  year,  I  beg  to  submit  some 
of  the  advantages  or  reasons  which  were  brought  out  at  the  Executive 
Committee  Meeting. 

First  the  last  North  Caro^na- Virginia  Joint  Meeting  was  held  at 
Old  Point  Comfort,  Virginia,  and  the  Virginia  Association  is  anxious  to 
return   the   courtesy. 

Second,  it  is  proposed  that  we  hold  the  meeting  in  a  most  central 
location-Pinehurst,  N.  C,  April  30-May  1,  2,  3. 

Third,   Virginia   will    pay   her   part    of    all    expenses,    which    will    reduce 
the   total   cost   for   the    North    Carolina    Dental    Society   50%. 

Fourth,  we  can  secure  better  clinicians,  and  more  of  them,  and  in 
that  way  make  the  meeting  more  worth  while  for  all. 

Fifth,  it  is  not  proposed  that  we  make  the  joint  meeting  an  annual 
affair,  but  to  the  contrary,  it  is  the  wishes  of  the  Executive  Committee 
that  each  Ptnte  retain  its  own  and  original  identity. 

The  Virginia  Dental  Association  holds  its  Annual  Meeting  October 
18th,  1922,  and  I  would  like  to  have  your  report  before  that  date,  in  order 
that  they  may  know  just  what  action  we  expect  to  take,  so  if  you  will 
enclose  a  return  postal  card  in  your  letter  to  the  members  of  your  District 
and  insist  on  their  returning  same  at  once,  I  believe  we  can  accomplish 
the  desired  results  within  a  short  time.
